Capture of a Nihilist Who is Beautiful and 
Eloquent.

NEw YORK, March 29.—A St. Petersburg letter, 
under date of March 10, says: The capture of 
an important female Nihilist took place in the 
person of Mile. Phillopoff, better known under 
her maiden name of Finger. The Russian police 
officials were searching for her for about 


|five years, though without success. She was 


wanted for having lent a helping hand to the N, 
hilists who were at different times digging the 
ground under diverse frallroad lines with 
the object of blowing up the late Em- 
peror’s train with dynamite. She 
was mixed up in the celebrated 


robbery of the Kherson treasury vaults *. the 
Nihilists, and is said to have been in St. Peters 
burg at the ume of the assassination of Alexander 
II.. haying a thorough kuowiedge of the ferrible 


She has studied medicine in the University of 
Zurich, Switzerland, obtaining a diploma of NX. 
D. Then she returned to Russia and married a 
B assistant ot the Procurer of the Court of

A BRUTAL MURDER, a 


The Bodies of Two Colored Men Discovered 
Near Alten. 

By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 
ALTON, ILL., March 29.—Yesterday afternooon 
the dead bodies of two colored men, recognized 2s 
those of Henry Depugh and Henry . Ross, were 
discovered in a hut on rocky fork, a eolored set- 
tiement near here. The head of Depugh was al- 
most entirely blown off, evidently with a shotgun, 
and his body was lying on the floor, while Ross 
lay in the bed stabbed throngu the body near the 
heart. Such consternation seized upon the rural 
and simple people of the neighborhood that no 
steps were taken to notify the officers of the law 
until nearly dark, when Coroner Youree 
was summoned from Venice. He arrived 
at Godfrey, the nearest railroad station, on the 
Chicago Express at 9:30. He was taken at once 
to the scene of the tragedy, about four miles dis- 
tant, and held an inquest, but nothing could be 
learned of thé mystery more than the discovery 
of the bodies. All the jury could do was to re- 
turn a verdict of murder at the hands of an un- 
known person. The two dead men were farmers 
and occupied the house in common. Depugh was 
the son of Rev. Isaae Depugh. the weil known 
colored Baptist acher. The motive of the 
crime, as well as the perpetrators of it, are un- 
Known. There is not the slightest clue to the 
ideutity of the criminals as yet.

An Adipose Pork-Packer and an Infant Sal- 
oon-Keeper Contending for the People’s 
Suffrages--Ex-Judge Terry Asked to be an 
Independent Candidate. 


The’ Nineteenth Ward, which has been repre 
sented, one way or another, in the Municipal As- 
sembly ever since that august body was called in- 
to being by the Scheme and Charter, is as deso- 
lately wild and picturesquely ¢haotic a spot as a 
two-story brick house ora two-room shanty was 
ever placed upon. A Post-DisPaTca reporter who 
went out there this morning with a compass in 
one hand. a plumb line in the other and 
amay of the city in his pocket, boldly asserts at 
this late writing that ithe only well-defined streets 
that can be dug up from under the mad within 
the boundaries of the Niveteéuth Ward 
is Chouteau avenue, whose main claim 
to recognitionas a thoroughfare is the pretense 
of horse-cars inthe middle of the road, which 
argues the existence of ralls and a road-bed at 
the bottom of the alluvial stream that n the 
narrow channel.

The great reaches of tangled shrubbery 
the broken trees falling across broken fences, 
The dilapidation of sheds, barns aud dwe/ling- 
houses added much tu the bewildering wilderness 
of the scene and made the ward ayiling but 
cheerfui to the dweilers tmereiu and 
certainly not inviting w the out 
siuers. who looked over the stretches 
of mud at the chaos beyond. This is not a dime 
nevel, which is here thrust under tic nese of the 
Post-DisPaTcu reader, but an effort at truth- 
fuliy aud reaiixiteally pieturing in print so that it 
will strike ine minds eye graceiuily aud 
effectively, the condmion of affairs 
in a section of the eity that bas never been shut 
out trom a voice in the making of local laws, but 
bas tor atieast four years been represented in the 
lower house of the Assembly by a gentleman 
Wenig pantaloons large enough around the 
waist to fit a circus ring. 

CONRAD ROSE, 
the pork-packer, whose avoirdupois is the only re- 
Markable} ersonal attribute with which bis friends 
care to crealt him, and for whose inteliegence u 
further claim has been made tiem the iact that he 
has had seuse enough to accumuiate money. has 
held down the the chair assigned to this 
man in the house of delegates lor the past iwo 
years, and for the term extending from 1877 to 
1879. tie has never raised his voice except to 
vote. which he has done only in a shiftiess and 
unimportant Way, and beyond being on hand 
at every meeting and being a first-class tar- 
get for the cierk’s eve at roll call, his political 
ac ievements have been pretty much confined to 
getting dogs aud goats out of the pound, having 
fines remitted and filing an ornamental position 
on some insignificaut comupittee. The peopie of 
the ward sxy he has done absolutely noting 
forthe benefit of the ward, and the condition 
of the streets. and ine general atinosplicre of 
humiliation and heiplessness that pervades the 
section are strongly corroborative of the asser- 
tion. Mr. Rose bas been in politics long enough, 
however, to please the buinmers, and be has done 
this so weill in a variety of ways that they gave 
him the nomination for the position he has 
just vacated, and he is a candidate for reelection 
to the House. 

Down on the cofner of Twenty-ninth and 
Chouieau avenue, two blocks from se’s pork 
house, is a saloon kept by a young Irishman who 
believes that a candidate by any Other name than 
Conrad's is just as good for the people.

THE AMERICAN NAVY. 

Because the Americans thirty years ago 
were among the best, if not the best builders 
of wooden ships in the world, American pa-

a. triotism is fond of asserting, without paying 


any attention to the different conditions of 
the present time, that we could go into com- 
petition with the nations which now have 
twenty years the start of us and take the 
place we formerly held. 

This absurd notion is apt to crop out when- 
ever the suggestion of a strong Navy is men- 
tioned, and recent dispate es from Wash- 
ington give it as the opinion of eminent 
naval officers and other experts that our 
Government will soon realize the necessity 
of equipping some of our navy yards to meet 
the requirements of modern construction, 
and that then America will develop some 
wonderful, though as yet unknown, ship- 
builders. 

This is a pleasant dream, but it is begin- 
ning the proaess at the wrong end. We 
have no appliances for building a first-class 
naval vessel in this country, and we could 
not turn one out in five years if we were to 
start to-day. “ And the reason why we can- 
not build heavy armoried fortresses like the 
Inflexible or the Duilio or the Dandolo is 
beause we are not a ship-building nation. 

If Congress will begin by permitting 
Americans fo own ships, which can be done 
only by buying them at first, and if it will 
leave American shipping free from taxes 
and duties, the trade of shjp-building would 
soon arise and grow. We would have all 
classes of ship-builders, designers, con- 
structors and naval engineers; yards, 
furnaces, foundries, rolling mills and steam 
hammers would keep skilled workmen busy 
in all the varied requirements of the craft, 
and out of these resources of men, machin- 
ery and skill we would be able to take up 
the business of building war-ships for our- 
selves or other nations. But to talk of build- 
ing the war-ships first is as foolish as to talk 
of planting trees in the desert to procure ir- 
rigation. 


TAXING ART. 

The American art colony in Paris is re- 
ported as being in quite a state of mind over 
the brutal vandalism of an unfeeling Con- 
gress which recently showed its indifference 
to the refining and elevating influences of 
art by clapping a tax of twenty-five per cent 
on those masterly productions of the brush 
which emanate from our artistic fellow-coun- 
trymen abroad. They have organized in 
self-defense and propose to petition Congress 
immediately fora repeal of the act, appar- 
ently oblivious of the fact that Congress is 
not now in session. 

We are at a loss to understand on 
what ground the demand can be sus- 
tained. The importations of foreign pic- 
tures into the United States are made only 
for the pleasure of a very small and exclusive 
class—the extremely wealthy people, who as 
a general rule estimate pictures not by 
their artistic value, but solely by their cost. 
The VANDERBILTS and STEWARTS, who are 
types of our American picture-buyers, are 
generally grossly ignorant of the artistic 
merit of a picture, and gladly pay a thousand 
dollars for a littledaub which they would 
refuse to look at if it was offered to them for 
a hundred dollars. 

As long as we tax the clothes and hats 
which our common people wear. make them 
pay a heavy duty on the modest 
carpet of their parlor and the wall 
paper of their homes, there can be no 
wrong and injustice in making the 
millionaire buyers of pictures contribute 
something to the revenue of the country. 
And while our artist fellow-countrymen 
abroad are very eager to stand on high 
esthetic ground when it is a question of tax- 
ing their work, they shrewdly stick to the 
commercial side of it in building up their 
trade. As long as art is what itis now, 
merely the luxury of the rich, it will have 
hard work in getting the representatives of 
the American people to exempt it from the 
taxation which should be levied on rich and 
poor alike. 

THE ATCHAFALAYA, 

The Globe-Democrat this morning con- 
tained a remarkable but not at all incredible 
statement given on the authority of Col. 
MILES, of Helena, with regard to the 
growth of the Atchafalaya Bayou. 

The effect of clearing out the Red River 
raft and permitting the current of that river 
to take its natural course has been that the 
waters of the Red River have deepened the 
insignificant Atchafalaya into a giant stream 
of one hundred feetin depth. Unfortunate- 
ly the Atchafalaya is a baydéu or canal lead- 
ing off from the Mississippi, and the greater 
its capacity the greater the amount of the 
water it will withdraw from the par- 
ent stream. It now carries off one 
fourth of the whole volume of the river, and 
Col. Mies says that itis merely a question 
of a few years when the Mississippi will find 
its way tothe Gulf by the Bayou, a distance 
of 160, while the present distance is 
miles. | : 

This would be a terrible blow to the whole 
Mississippi Valley,as the Atchafalaya spreads

The majority 
of the Commission recommend that the 
waters of the Red River be allowed to run 
into the Atchafalaya and that both of these 
streams be cut off from the Mississippi. The 
minority report presented by Capt. EAps 
reeommends the closure of the outlet from 
the Mississippi into the Atchafalaya and the 
diversion of the Red River into the Missis- 
sippi for the benefit of navigation below. 

While the doctors are thus disagreeing 
Congress has shut down on the appropria- 
tion, and the bayou is daily making its work 
of mischief harder to remedy. .

AN OPEN SWINOLE. 

We are naturally grieved to learn that the 
ponderous Mr. McGinnis, of the Missouri 
House of Representatives, is disturbed in his 
powerful mind about the emphatic comments 
of the Post-Disparen in reference to the 
scheme of the proprietors of the Missouri 
Republican to increase the cost of judicial 
advertising tenfold in St. Louis in order that 
they may be benefited. Our sorrow is not 
so poignant, however, that we may not hope 
to survive it. We are willing to believe that, 
outside of the members of the Legislature 
who voted for this measure for the purpose 
of securing the political favor of the Repub- 
lican, there may have been some Represent- 
atives ignorant of its true intent and scope.

Missouri Republican. The clause directing 
the Circuit Judges of St. Louis to award the 
advertising at will, without regard to com- 
petitive bidding, was inserted in the belief 
that the Republican would be able to control 
the Judges by the same bulldozing methods, 
mingled with supplication, which have been 
found potent at Jetferson City. Two years 
ago or more the KN Ares attempted to set 
aside the law under which the judicial adver- 
tising was let to the lowest bidder in St. 
Louis, for the purpose of removing all re- 
strictions and getting a grab at this patronage 
at a figure far above the existing contract 
price. They got up a bogus suit and jumped 
it to the Supreme Count, where they expected 
to find some pliant servants.

Intends to Settle in America--His Opinions 
of Irish Matters. 


By Telegraph to the Post- 
New York, March 29.—Amorig the passengers 


on the steamer Amerique of the French Line was 


a short gentleman, about middle weight, with full, 
florid face, brown hair and brown chin-whiskers 
and mustache,apparently about forty years,of age.

The man was Frank 
Byrne, the Irish Nationalist, and his companion 


was his wife. They went to tlie home of his sis- 


ter, Mrs, Turnure, of 318 Hudson street. We left 
Havre on St. Patrick’s Day, and have come to 
America to make our home here,“ said Mr. Byrne 
toareporter. “The attentions to which myself 
and family have been subjected by the British 
Government, during our stay in Paris, did not end 
with our departure. A British anda French de- 


tective were our fellow passengers, and 
for all I know are now watching 
this house.

KEELY’S ,LATEST. 


A Monster Combination of Tubes, Pegs, 
Globes aud Spiudles. 
From the Philade:phia Times, 

A knock upon the back door of a little 
brick buiiding on JL'weutieth street, above 
Master, yesterday, brougut an oil-darkened 
machinist, in his working clothes, face to 
face with a limes reporter. The workman 
bowed pieasantly, and in reply to a question, 
said: Mr. Keely is not in town, but you 
may see the engine, if you will come in.“ 
The reporter stepped into a room, the gloom 
of which deepened almost into § dark- 
ness when the door c.osed behind him. Here 
Keely, the mysterlous motor“ man, had 
bee for montus engaged upon the construc. 
tion of a wiguty engine Which he believes 
will enable him to demonstrate to a siepti- 
cal world how an ocean steamship or a traiu 
of cars can be driven by a small bottle 01 
nameless wapor.“ There were no windows 
in ihe room, and the light of day strugyicd 
feebiy for entrance down a narrow winding 
slairway, Which led up from a further cur- 
ner, It was amomeut or two before the vis- 
itor, with the aid of a burning gas jet, could 
see distinctly. A table, running the leng th 
of the apartment, was laden with ali sortz 
of machinists’ tools. On the opposite 
side a small steam engine was arranged to 
run a latue. The idea at once suggested it- 
self that one of Mr. Keely’s small machines, 
which work perfectiy, as he alleges, ought 
to have been used. The heavy rafters of the 
ceiling were hung with all sorts of queer aud 
rusty-iooking designs in iron and brass. 
Resting upon a broad. iron bed, in the center 
of the littie room, was an object shaped 
somewhat like a gigantic iron egg, cut 
through near the polnt aud exposing the in- 
terior, Tue detached part lay up against a 
wall. Tnere,“ said tue Workman proudly, 
“is the engine.“ 

luside the immense iron shell there were 
ten heavy iron tubes arranged in the form of 
a circie and fastened at one end inte an iron 
disk, and at the other into a so-called pin 
plate, a heavy iron ring containing 300 steel 
pins, ranzing from one aud a half to four 
inches in length. Five of the tubes were 
painted black and were said to be vacuum or 
negative, and the remainder, which were 
white, were called pressure or positive tubes. 
A heavy iron drum fits into this nest of tubes. 
‘The various parts are joined together with 
steel cylinders and are supported upon pou- 
derous standards by the same means. 
The engine with its appurtenances 
will weigh, when completed, nearly tuir- 
teen tons. It will exert when atits best, 
Mr. Keely is quite sure, a force of 500 horse- 
power. It will be furnished with a belt 
forty-four inches in width, and it is stated 
asap amazing fact that when at work the 
whole engine will revolve. It has not turu- 
ed yet. it has, in fact, not all been put to- 

ether yet. Mr. Keely says, however, that 

e has successfully operated a small engine, 
alter which this one has been fashivued. 
The reporter was given a glimpse of the lit- 
tle engine through a peep-hole in the door of 
Mr. Keely’s private work-room. It Was not 
operated, but the reporter was assured that 
it had been sent spinning round by a whiff 
from a soda-water tank filled with vapor. 

The mysterious generator which has 
the subject of a goòd deal of comment is set 
up in & second-story back room of Mr.
